Councilmember David Ryu 
at CCA's Executive

Councilmember David Ryu addressed CCA 
members at the March Executive Committee about 
the City's most pressing issues. 

Ryu expressed optimism about the City and 
County’s coinciding strategies to address 
homelessness. He also voiced concern about 
domestic violence programs that are being cut; he 
believes additional funding is needed to help 
prevent victims from falling into homelessness. 

Ryu believes that employment is the most 
important tool to keep individuals off the 
streets. When asked about potential funding 
sources to address homelessness, Ryu said that 
he was in support of a linkage fee as a possibility.

Ryu also addressed LADWP reform and stated 
that he is in agreement with the Mayor, except for 
professionalizing the board. He does not 
believe changing the board into full time positions 
will give them more independence. 

Members voiced concerns about the legalization of 
street vending. For him, it is not an immigration or 
small business issue, but a public health one. Ryu 
mentioned that the City needs to prevent 
dangerous street vending that is happening, but it 
should not be criminalized.

Transportation, 
Infrastructure & Energy

This morning, CCA members heard from City 
Councilmember Felipe Fuentes about the 
Department of Water & Power's (LADWP) 
governance and reform. Members also heard from 
Metro about a potential station in the Arts District. 

Fuentes said that LADWP is not an independent, 
accountable or agile utility due to its current 
governing structure. His solution is to create a full- 
time professional board to oversee the department. 
The board would have its own, independent 
analysts and legal team to vet staff proposals and 
policies. City Hall should be removed from the 
decision-making process at LADWP. There are 
numerous questions that must still be answered, 
such as how the board members are selected. The 
Council will be conducting additional hearings 
citywide, before it finalizes a proposal for the 
voters. 

David Miegers from Metro discussed possible sites 
for a light rail station in the Arts District. There are 
potential sites near the L.A. River. Metro is 
conducting studies about tunnel widening and the 
creation of a “turn-back yard” that would be 
necessary before a new station could be built. 
These studies cannot preclude the construction of 
a station. Metro is also beginning a study of the 
West Santa Ana Branch line, which could 
potentially go from Union Station down Alameda 
St. through the Arts District and on to the Gateway 
Cities. Either of these lines will require dedicated 
Metro funding.

CCA 
has deeply vetted 
this issue with 
LADWP making 
two presentations to 
our members and 
then working 
directly with several 
of them to assess the 
financial impacts. 
CCA's Executive 
Committee voted to 
support the increase 
due to the high risk 
if there are more 
delays in 
maintenance and 
improvements to 
LADWP ’s aging 
infrastructure. The 
Council tentatively 
approved the 
increases, with a 
second vote later in 
March.
